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morning but did not get a chance to get through it. ‘There seems; 


to be something incomplete with that answer of mina, however, 
thera is no question in reading the documents that 1 read this 
morning, which I had not seen in the better part of fifteen 
years, that a man did go out from Headquarters and was provided 
with material which you mentioned and had a discussion along 
these lines with the Chief‘of Station. 

Na did not, however, go out with instructions to the Chief 
of Station without further reference to Headquarters to set 
about assassinating Lumumba. 


Mr. Baron, Tn your answers that we have just Teviewed in 


» your first examination, you indicated that you had no knowledia4

Has the review of the documents today refreshed your 
recollection to some substantial degree? 
Mr. Tweedy. What T wes certainly trying to say the first 


time, and T repyat it, I said I had no recollaction of fir. 
= 


Gottlieb goina to tha Condo, but if the Chief of Station saia 


- 


he was thera, I was perfectly prepared to believe the Chief of 
Station. 


T have now reviewed these documents, I recall the eitreum- 


i stances in which thes4 things occurred, and there's no question 
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that Dr. Gottlieb went to the Congo, 

I was merely telling you, at that time, aha’: I woulda 
remembar, and there was an awful lot that [ did not and do not. 

Mr. Baron. To move to the period when you were Chief of 
the Africa Division and Richard Bissell was ppp in the summer 
of 1960, did you have conversations with Richard Bissell where 
the subject of the assassination of Lumumba arose? 

Mr. Tweedy. Yes, I did, In fact, the first conversation, 


as I recall it, that I ever had on the subject.was one he 


initiated with me, and, as I think I told you, < do net recall 


. exactly what was said, but there was no quastion about it but 
“what Mr, Bissell was saying to mea was that there was aqraemant, 


‘ policy agreamant in Washington, that Lumumba must be removed 


from the position of control and influence in the Congo or that 


i the Congo was going to be in serious trouble and thus Africa, 


i at that atage of its development; and that among the possibil- 


ities of that elimination was indeed assassination. 

In terms of the detail of that conversation with “Mr. Hissell, 
1 really cannot. go any further than that. This cartainly was 
the aist of it. 

Mr. Baron. Was Mr. Bissell any mora specific at any point 
with you about the policy level where the consideration to 
assassinate Lumumba had bean male? 

‘r. Tweedy. No, sir. Tha most authoritative statement o: 


that was a cable that went out to tha field from the Director, 
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Mr. Dalles, which implied to me there was policy agreement in 


Washington. When I say policy agreement in Washington, I cannot 
be more specific because I naver knew any more specificity. 
However, it’ was perfectly clear that the Agancy felt that it 

had some sort of policy consensus in Washington about the need 
for the removal of Lumumba. When I say removal, I mean by 
whatever means; this does not necessarily have to be confined 


to assassination, a political way of doing it, or anything 


i else. 


Baron. It did not excluds assassination? 


Tweedy. No, indead it did not. 
Mr. Baron. You are referring to the cabla of Auguste 246¢h 
from Allen Nullas to the Chief of Station in the Congo. 
you seen that cable shortly after it was sant? 


Mr. Tweedy. I suspect, aqain I cannot be sure, I suspect

Mr. Baron. When you spoke to Mr. Rissell, either in the

i to asking you to procesd to sxplore means to getting access to 
Lumumba for the purpose of assassinating him? 


Mr. Tweedy. The purpose of his conversation with me was 


to initiate correspondence with the Station for tham to explore 
with Headquarters the possibility of this, that is assassina- 


tion, or indeed any other means of] ramoving Lumumba trom power. 


In other words, the purnose of thel exercise was to tell the 


waRo a rau 


Station what Headquarters had in mind, aiving {t some idaa of 
the policy background of it, and than to have the Station 

start reviewing possibilitias, assets, and discussing them with 
Headquarters in detail in the same way that we would with any 
operation, whether it was as sensitive as this, or lass so. 

It was, in other words, the initiation of quite normal 
operational dialogue hetwean Neadquarters and the field, apart 
from the fact that it was an unusual subject. 

Mr. Baron. At some noint after the series of conversations 


with Richard Bissell, die you have a conversation with Sidney 


Gottlieb ‘about a mission that he was to underteks in tha

Mr. Baron. Turning to Tab 6 of the Senator's books, I'm 
referring to a cable we reviewed this morning issued on 
September 27th by tha Chief of Station and sent to you, Eyes . 


Only, at the CIA Headquarters where the Chief of Station indi- 


cates that he contacted Gottlieb on the 26th of September and 


they were on the sams wavelength. 
Mr. Tweedy. Which one is this? 
Mr. Baron. This should be marked number 6, 
Mr. Twoady. Oh, yes, excuse me, 
Mr. Baron. It begins, "Iden Ref contacted 26 September.” 


In this cable, the. Chief of Station indicates that he had had

Having reviewed this cable early this morning, is it your 


understanding, Mr. Tweady, that Big Brother refers to Lumumba? 


Mr. Tweedy. Yas, I do.

| be to recall an agent from Stanleyville and ask that agent to 


infiltrate the entourage of Lumumba where he could assess the

Mr. Baron. Turning now to Tab 9 of the Senator's beoks,

, 5th of October, and it says: “View expiration date his 
materials. However left certain items of continuing usefulness.

Does that indicate that you received a report ‘grom tha 
Chief of Station that he would continue to try to implement 
this operation against Lumumba even aftar Gottlieb had left 
the Congo? 
Mr. Tweedy. He would continue to explore tha posaibilitics 
of this operation and continue to report to Headquarters, That 
is all that this maans. 


It dows not mean with the disappearance of Gottlieb ha 


would try to pull off the operation without further reference 


to Headquarters. Tt just means 4 continuation despite the 
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disappearance of” Gottlieb’ and his materials that the Chief of 
Station would continua ip aanite the possibilities of carryina 
this out. 

Mr. Baron. lie was to continue, in your mind, at least up 
until the point where he had determined there was a feasible 
means of assassinating Lumumba? 

Would that be correct? 

Mr. Tweedy. I would put it more broadly than that. I 
would say that he was to continue to explore it to determine 
whether or not there was a feasible meann. He perfectly well 
could come to the conclusion that. with the hardast work in the 
world that he could sew no way to do it. That. would have beer 
a perfectly acceptable conclusion to Headquarters, because a 
decision Petia neos to be made professionally. 

Mr. Baron. Turning to Tab 12 of the Senator's books, there 
is a cable that you sent in this Fyeas Only channel to the Chief 


of Station on October 15th, which is tha week after” Dr. Gottlie

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Mr. Baron. {i have no further questions at this point.

Senator Goldwater. Mr. Tweedy, how long did you serve 
with the CIA? 

Mr. Tweedy. I started with CIG on the let of May, 1947 and 


served until March, 1973. 


Senator Goldwater. You have had experience with intelli- 


gance gathering agencies all around the world, I assume, or 


|. most of them? 


Mr. Twaedy. A considerable number, yes, air. 

Senator Goldwater. Is it common practice in intelliaance . 
agencias such ag the CIA for a lot of people to know about 
everything that is going on, or am I right in assuming that 
there are many things that. you do in the intelligence field, 
particularly the covert fiald, that the man sitting next to you 
may know nothing about. Is that corract? 

Mr. Tweedy. That is correct, gir. Compartmentation was 
very heavy in CIA. There were a qreat many thindas going on that 
Jo omevar knew anything about and do not know to this day. 

Senator Goldwater. Is that not in your experience the 
most successful form of intelligence gathering? Ts that the 
British practice? 

Mr. Tweedy. Thea only way that you can run an intellioenc: 
organization, in my view, is internally. 


Senator Goldwater. You have been with the CIA actually 
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1 since before ites conception. I want to ask you, and of your ' 


exparience, what you think as a professional of the mean in the 
ws

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A | CIA, Man and women? 
Mr. Tweedy. I came away from a career in intelligence in 
March of '73 with rather strong convictions. I might preface 
i 6 my remarks here in answer to your question, Senator, by saying

8 gance. This was not OSS, but I was in intelliaqence. ft also

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Senator Goldwater. Are you still close to the members of 
the CIA, your old friends? 

Mr. Tweedy. Obviously I have a great many friends who are 
still serving. This is increasingly not the case as retirements 
are catching up with my colleagues, but I do keap abreast of 
Agency affairs to the extent I can. I do not attempt to inter- 
fere with them. At their request, I did a consultation job in 
the Agency this summer. It's the first time I was asked to do 
H it. I was very glad to do it. I found it interesting, 


stimulating, I was glad to be back. I do not necessarily 


expect to do it again. However, if they askad me, I would if 
ti 


ot I thought T could be of any help. 


Senator Goldwater, Have you ever known of any actions 
i or activities to be taken in a precipitous manner in the CIA? 
Mr. Twesady. That is a vary broad question, Senator. I am 
not quite sure how to answer it. 
As in every organization, I have certainly ‘seen decisions 
‘ taken and actions implemented that. miqht have been better 
considered. This includes me, and there are a number of things 
that professionally IT would have done differant if 1t had heen 
gifted with the hindsight I have now. 
But on the whole, I would say the mark of thea Aaancy was 
not irrasponsibility. 
Sanatior Goldwater. I asked that, hecause the attack on 


the CIA is probably the stronqest I have seen in my life in 
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politics, and I cannot follow the idea that such a serious 


undertaking -as an assassination, ragardless of who the tardet 


; might be, would be a subject that would be dreamed up in the 
; locker room at some lowar level. Those decisions and other 


‘| covert decisions, in my opinion, have to start someplace, and 


they do not start at the bottom. 
Mr. Twaady. I would agree with you, sir. My experience | 


in this particular case -- the only one of its kind that I have 


' ever had any experience with -- indicate exactly what you say. 


I never felt at any time that. I was onvearating in a policy 
vacuum. I never had the imprassion that any of my seniors 
felt that they were sither. 

Senator Goldwater. That. is all the questions I have. 


Senator Huddleston. I just have a few questions. 


What is your concept of the term higher or highest author- 


Mr. Tweedy. Hidheast authority was a term that we used in 
the Agency and it was generally recoqnized as maaning the 
President, and I would like to make myself quite clear on this, 
in this context, thet although, as } said a minute aqao I 
never felt that I was in a policy vacuum or that the Agancy wan, 
T have no is t the context in which policy was passed to the 
Aqancy on this. I te not know whether the Preaident 
personally played « rule, whether he vlaved a role and passed 


the message to thes “ational Security advisors or the Secretary 
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of State or whoever: I have no idea. 
To merely felt that the concensus at the policy levels of 


government were that Lumumba must go and that discussion of the 


2 feasibility of assassination was at least Part of this. I cannot 


toe any further than that. 


Senator Huddleston. Do you recall baing told specifically 
that this operation had the approval, or was, in fact, the 
policy of the highest authority? 

Mr. Tweedy. No, sir, I do not recall that. Highest 
authority was normally used in cable traffic, so wa did not hava 


to say the President. I do not recall that tha word “highest 


» authority” in connection with this particular oneration was 


usad. 
Senator Huddleston. It is not an unfamiliar tarm? te was 
used during your experience in the Aqancy? 


Mr. Tweedy. Yes, certainly it was. Tt was somutimas 


necessary for examole, that Neadquarters would coma to tha f

Mr. Dawson. Thank you. 

Mr. Kirbow. Mr. Tweedy, assuming that tha Chief of 
Station out there hed the imprassion at tha time that the 
MesSanger, Or any Other reason, that this was authorized by the 


President of the United States, this whole operation, knowing 
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what you know about the business, would he have conducted 
himself any differently than what you now see as this case? 

Mr. Tweedy. Not the slightest. He would consider himself 

disciplined organization, a servant of his chain of command

As Tf listen to the testimony here, we may 
not be terribly clear on what would have happened had our Chan?

The gist of what you say on nate 
34 of the transgeript is tha* this operation against Lumumba 
was Carteinly something, thet was so extraordinary that vou woul: 
have done to bed and aot un thinking about Lumumba -- T use 
your words here -- yet at that time your recollection was 


certainly not as clear as it was from a raviaw of the documents. 
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In your experience, are we ‘talking about this activity 
i being an extraordinary situation? 


Mr. Tweedy. The only one to which I was ever axposed of 


‘dts kind. 


Mr. Smothers. In terms -- the only one of its kind, you 


\ mean the only one involving an assassination? 

Mr. Tweedy. Let us be quite clear; exactly. I was never 
personally involved in any conversations about a specific 
assassination at any other tima in my career in the Agency, nor 
was 1 aware of any other, so this was the only ona that I 
personally had any experience with. 

Mr. Smothers. After looking at the documented evidence, 
your memory is sow much better concerning your own involvemant 
in the cable traffic. 

Mr. Tweedy. In the specificities of it, Mr. Smothers, 
yas. In terms of the general role I played as Chief of the 
Africa Division, there was naver any doubt about that, but 
the specificities of this, reallv -- E had forgotten, as I 
told Mr. Baron the other day, for exampis, that there was a 
period when Lumumba was actually in the hands of the U.N. 
had just foraottan. 

I had not remembered that Mr. O'Donnell had been asked by 
Mr. Hissell to assist the Chisaf of Station in this operation 
until L was reminded of if.

ly cannot recall having discussed it with him. 


To put it differently, there was no reason for me to, 
because I would have had nothing to say to him that I was not 
saying to Mr. Biasell, who in turn would have passed it to 
Mr. Dulles, as he saw fit.

The only killing incident IT know of. ft is 
the only quastion of assassination which (a) I knew of, or (1) 
lohave ever played any role in. 


Mr. Schwarz. You refer to the spacial channal of cable, 


the YORROP. 


Did you ever use the Yoprop in any other oparation? 


Mr. Tweady. QPROP was a one-time thing for this opera~ 


tion. We conld have attempted to assassinate 590,900 peopic 
and there would always heve been an additional channel set 


up.

Mr. Baron. We wera told by ‘the YOPROP channel, by the 


review staff of tha CIA that the channel was sat un for ayes 
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only -use ‘for the’ Chief of ‘the Africa Division, primdrily for 


personnel Matters; that it‘ was dust taken advantage of for 
this operation because it already axisted, 

Mr. Tweedy. YY will not gainsay them, but I think 
wrong. I ‘think this was set up purposefully for this. 
cryptonym was only used for this particular operation. 
not think it had anything to do -- 

Mr. Kirbow. You were Chief of the Africa MNiviaton? 

Mr. Tweedy. 1 do not think it had anythind to do whatsoever 

other sansitive matters in the Divinion, not at ali. 

Mr. Schwarz. Both in the sense that this is the only 
assassination matter that you ware ever connected with and the 
special treatment of the cables, it was a matter of siqnifant 
importance at the time, was it not? 

Mr. Tweedy. Yes, it was 4 matter of stonificant importanca, 
“as I made clear to Mr. Baron this morning and Mr. Dawson, The 
setting up of special channels and special indicators for 
Sensitive operations was and is a completely common occurrence 
in the Agency. It has nothing to do specifically with assessi- 
nation: a very common occurrence. 

Mr. Schwarz. Do you kuow any other incident. in which 
poisons Were used in your experiance? 

Mr. Tweedy. No. 

Mr, Sewharz. Wher di? yeu first recall -- Mr. Tweaerly, 


heve appearsad before us this summer formally and in this occesicn. 
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formally this morning. You were examined under oath on 
September 9th and you appeared before us informally on ona or 
two occasions. 

: Mr. Tweedy. No, just once, whenever that was; this must. 
| have been back in June or July. 

Mr. Schwarz. When did you first recall that poisona were 
i 

i used to attempt or prepare to assassinate Patrice Lumumba? 

¥ Mr. Tweedy. By having my memory jogged, I quass. 1 


remember the first time it was mentioned when somebody said, 


would it have bean possible that poison had heen sent to the 


Station? I said, yes, indeed, it would have bean possible. 
Did I know that the Chief of Station had sant poison thers, that 
he had kept it in his refrigerator? 1 said no, T did not recal 
it, but that I would not aainsay it, that if someone tastifiad 
that it was there -- this has all come back as a result of mv 
Memory being joggad. 

I was not -- certainly the poison was considered; that T 
remember quite clearly. 

Mr. Schwarz. From the beginning? 
Mr. Tweady. Yes. That was obvieusly one of the ways that 
it might have been carried out. 

Mr. Schwarz. t would like to axplora for a moment, of «11 
the mathods that you used to jog your mamory, We showed vou 
documants. 


Did you sea any documents at tha Aqdancyv? 


I havea Seen none, nor hava T talked to 
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| anybody, because there is nobody to talk to who, you know, 


| participated in this experience with me. 


Mr. Schwarz. You did not talk to Mr. Bissell? 
Mr. Tweedy. I have not talked to Mr. Bissell. 
Mr. Schwarz. Mr. Fields? 
Mr. Tweedy. I have not seen Mr. Fields; I have not talked 
to him by phone or any other way, nor have I saen any files. 
Mr. Schwarz. The totality of your effort to refresh your- 
self has been efforts in the course of working with people on 
the staff of this Committee, is that right? 
Mr. Tweady. Correct. 
Mr. Schwarz. You have not talked to any current, or have 
talked to any current or former Agancy employee? 


Mr. Tweady. No, sir, not on the subject of this field.

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of the position of the government on the thing, that at least 
the exploration of this, or possibility of removing Lumumba 
from powwr in the Congo was an objective worth pursuing. 
Mr, Schwarz. Including killing him? 
Mr. Tweedy. Yes. I suspect I was ready to consider this. 
Mr. Schwarz. That was an objective worth pursuing, right? 
Mr. Tweedy. Getting rid of him was an objective worth 
| Purauing, and if the government and my betters wished to pursue 


it, professionally, I was parfectly willing to play my role in

Mr. Sewharz. Looking back now from tha parspactivea of 
1975, do you think the United Statss shoul: continue to enter~ 
tain assassinations of foraign political leaders?

Mr. Schwarz. What do. you mean, professional basis?
